When James Gordon Bennett the elder was editor of 
the Herald, says an exchange, Robert Bonner, publisher 
of the New York Ledger, was struggling to build up its 
circulation, and decided to try a little advertising. He 
wrote an advertisement consisting of eight words—“Read 
Mr. i^outhworth’s new story in the Ledger”-and sent it 
to the Herald marked for “one line.” Mr. Bonner's 
handwriting was so bad that the words were read in the 
Herald office as “one page.” Accordingly the line was 
set up and repeated so as to occupy one entire page. 
Mr. Bonner was thunderstruck the next morning. He 
had not to his name money enough in the bank to pay the 
biH. He rushed excitedly over to the Herald office, but 
was too late to do any good. 

In a short time the results of the page announcement 
began to be felt. Orders for the Ledger poured in until 
the entire addition was exhausted, and another one was 
printed. The success of the Ledger was then established 
Ever after that time Mr. Bonner was an ardent believer 
in advertising and a liberal purchaser of space.

Health Officer's Statement. 

City Health Officer Kohnke. who is 
In Immediate charge of the situation 
in the city, and who has been sub- 
j jccted to some criticism from various 
I sources, at request Sunday gave out 
j the following statement which show-s 
! how the authorities handled the infec¬ 
tion as soon as It was discovered: 

! "The first Intimation of yellow fe- 
' \er in New Orleans was had on July 
: 13 when two physicians reported two 
cases of illness resembling It In their 
I judgment and which cases were sub- 
1 mitted to the president of the state 
! board of health at his office. The 
health officer of the city was sum- 
I moned immediately and the cases re 
ported, one being already dead at the 
! time and the premises were treated 
( accordingly; that is. the disinfectiug 
I methods employed were those against 
j yellow fever infection. The diagnosis 
! of these cases being judged a mat’er 
for later consideration, the health of¬ 
ficer Immediately Instituted an Inves 
ligation of the neighborhood suspect¬ 
ed of Infection and this investigation 
disclosed evidence pointing to prior 
cases In the same neighborhood 

"All measures were employed when 
a yellow fever infection wherever sun 
rfelon pointed. In a few days it was 
: learned that several squares were fn- 
; tected apparently to a degree justify- 
1 ing the fumigation of every house for 
the possibly existing Infected mos- 
I quito.

In spite of the elaborate desserts In 
vented to tempt the palate there is 
nothing that eun ever quite take the 
place of good fruit pies. Iu suujnicr. 
when fruit is abundant and cheap, it Is 
better to use fresh fruit. Besides, all 
! fruit has more or less acid which 
adapts It for hot weather. 

The English make flue pies, deep aud 
thick, most often without an under 
crust. For such pies put a small tea- 
cap Inverted Iu the middle of the 
pie dish, with l»erries or sliced fruit all 
anmnd It, sweeten, cover with the 
paste aud bake. When the pie is cut 
the Juice will be found to have gath¬ 
ered In the cup and none boilgd over 
aud wasted The crust Is also drier 
aud more flulry. 

I’les baked with under crust* are apt 
to * be soggy at the l>ottom anil the 
Juice to ruu nut and cause an unpleas¬ 
ant odor. A tart or pie without upper 
crust has the filling laid fiat aud then 
strips of the pastry laid iu cross bars 
over the surface. Kuiall fruits are best 
for tarts, but apples that have been 
boiled and mashed make good tarts 
All berries should be washed, dried 
and sugared and laid in raw Peaches, 
apricots, plums and cherries should 
have the pits taken out. Pitted sour 
cherries make a delicious pie.

should have a meringue spread on top 
aud t*e put two minutes In a moderate 
oven to set. Whipped cream is au addi¬

The crust Is the part on which the 
smvess of the pie depends. Just as 
much pure lard tried out at home.

Knead It only 
enough to make It hold together. Paint 
the outer crust with the tieaten yolk of 
an egg to get a rich color AH very 
Juicy fruits should be baked In deep 
dishes without bottom crusts. The 
result will lie unmlxed delight to those 
who eat and a triumph for the cook.
